No flames were seen, but the 
vast plume of blackened steam 
from the «rafer waved a mile 
high and volcanic ash fell at 
Macomber Flats, thirteen railes 
distant.

admits of no excuse, that the proposed amendment to make the 
state "wet," submitted by the Royal Arch, and by its agents cir- 
culated for signatures, is "ambiguous, unintelligible and uncer- 
tain," and possibly "irrelevant, incompetent and immaterial." 


Yesterday's issue of THE TRIBUNE contained some comment 


on the amendment suggested by the Royal Arch. At the time ot 
making it the reading was hasty.

Aid for Public School Graduates. 


New York City has instituted a valuable movement, it being 


a plan by which young people who graduate from the public 
schools at this season of the year shall be aided in securing em- 
ployment 
The great difficulty m getting a start in life, accord- 


ing to those having the matter in charge, and the contention ap- 
pears to be fact, is to avoid entering a blind alley. The main 
consideration is held to be the securing of a position, and com- 
pensation is not looked upon as an immediate necessary element 
The principal thing is to get places for as many beginners as pos- 
sible -where they may start work at some vocation for which 
they are fitted and which offers hope of permanency and im- 
provement. The problem of placing is to give as many as possi- 
ble a fair chance at the outset. 


To this end several organizations are taking up the problem 


in a tentative way this year. On the west side of the city sundry 
lectures are to be given to the school graduates for their guid- 
ance m seeking situations. This is well so far as it goes; it is a 
fair beginning; it shows recognition of a serious need. But it is 
to be hoped that in the near future much better will be done. 
With almost no expense and small extra burden on the executive 
staff of the schools something like a board of education service 
of employment might be easily established 
Industrialists and 


business men show warm interest in the welfare of their people 
today, and they would be glad to co-operate with the schools in 
placing the human output of the latter if simple machinery for
